British Lose 2 
Ships on Return 
From Russia 


London, Sept. 25 — (#>) — The 


British 
lost the destroyer Soma- 


land thc minesweeper Leda in a 
convoy homeward bound f r o m 
Russia after getting "the g r e a t 
majority" of the laden merchant- 
men through to Soviet 
northern 


ports, the admiralty disclosed to- 
day in a complete account of the 
sea struggle in the Arctic ocean.

admiralty announced that 40 Ger- 
man planes were blasted from the 
sky, two U-boats were destroyed 
and'four others damaged seriously 
during the inward and outward 
passages of the convoy by anti- 
aircratt fire and carrier - borne 
naval planes. 


"The task of the escorting ships 


was by no means complete" when

The answer to the question, "How 
can I get, etc.," must be broken 
into two parts: Combat commis- 
sions, noncombatant or specialist 
and technical jobs. 


In the case of combat commis- 


sions, even if a man is a specialist 
or technician, the answer is pretty 
easy. AH branches of the service 
provide a training period forsuch 
officers. They can be draftees who 
have been recommended, after in- 
duction, i'or officer training schools. 
They can be specialists or techni- 
Therc is no trick bout any of 


U. In the Army, Navy, Marinas or 
Goast Guard, combat service de- 
mands a preliminary weed-out per- 
iod. But the commissioned field is 
open to all. Officers are just as 
much as or more in demand <han 
privates.

For 
those who are 
unfit for 


combat service, the Army Special- 
ist corps, headed by Brig. Gen. 
Dwijrht Davis, is rapidly opening 
the door to commissions. 
At last

Naturally, some spe- 
cialist sections are overcrowded, 
others barren, so far as applicants 
are concerned.

Washington — The capital's poli- 


tical old-timers—the has-beens who 
no longer have any irons in the 
Washington fire and are content 
merely to warm their shins at the 
capital hot stoves—have tw oopin- 
ions 
of the 
President's' recent 
speech and messag cto Congress: 


(1) That It was the arrest stroke 


of political genius the President 
has yet shown. 


(2) That 
in 
that speech 
and 
message the P r e s i d e n t kick- 
ed politics out the window for the 
duration. 


The No. 2 men argue that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt showed 
supreme 


contempt for political dallying. He 
named names. He said that farn: 
prices and wage controls had to 
be established. He said that war- 
time taxes had to be levied. He 
gave Congress three weeks to get 
the job done. He served notice that 
if Congress delayed beyond Oct. 1, 
he would exercise his powers as 
chief wartime executive and 
do 
them himself. 


This solemn pledge to regulate 


farm prices and wages 
in less 


than five 
weeks before the na- 
tional 
elections, 
the No. 2 men 


continue, is proof that the Presi- 
dent is NOT interested in politics.
